Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
appears to be reasonable, and no support is seen for Applicant's conclusion that the claims cannot be rendered obvious because they do 
not recite specific unit dosages. To the contrary, a presumption normally exists that changes in variables are not patentable where the 
difference is one of degree; experimentation to find workable conditions generally involves the application of no more than routine skill in 
the art. See for example In re Aller 105 USPQ 233. Here, the selection of appropriate dosages would apear to require the application of 
no more than routine skill in the art.
